Allowed on a couch.

room was in disorder, lid said, and 
Dr. Lewi? apparently under the in- 
fluence of liquor or drugs, was un- 
able to give coherent answers to 
fjue&tions addressed to him. 


Dr Bruce called acting Coroner 


Kammerer who, -when he found a 
wound on Mrs. Lewis' forehead or-

An autopsy

caused by strangulation. 


Late last night Dr. Lewis was 


questioned at the county jail, and 
according to the acting coroner said 
he had been with a party of friends 
and drinking heavily until nearly 
midnight Monday when he returned 
to his home.

Tuesday morning he arose about

Chief Engineer Louis Bausch o,f 


the fire department has submitted 
his annual report for the past year 
showing conditions and operations of 
the department and which is as fol- 
lows: 


Of the total number of alarms 


during, the year, 
118, there 
were 


numerous alarms againsf which 
lib 


loss was charged. Of these 3 alarms 
were false. The total loss and number 
of alarms .in comparison with those 
of last year, are as follows:

The total loss is a very reasonable 


one, when consideration is given tUe 
fact that the year has been a busy 
one: also that the loss on one fire 
amounted to more than. $9,000. This 
coupled with the severest weather 
that the department has had to con- 
tend for many years, 
makes 
the 


showing a very creditable one. 


Fire prevention hints, especially 


tho.se in regard to making the chim- 
ney safe, seems not 
to have been 


taken seriously. 
The more general 


ase of coal, and 
the 
large 
fires 


needed in the severs cold, demands 
that the safeguarding of flues 
be 


given mor? earnest consideration. A 
loss of over $2000 is charged to this 
cause alone. 


The saddest part of all the record 


is the statement that two persons lost 
their lives in fires during tne year. 
One of these fatalities was caused by 
suffocation; the victim being unable 
to leave room to which he had re- 
turned after arousing the family to 
their danger. The other was a vic- 
tim of the 
ever hazardous 
open 
grate. 


Since my last report 
there 
has 


been no change in the fire apparatus 
of the city. We are pleased to state 
however, that plan's Wre now being 
made whereby the entire department 
will be soon motorized. 
This will 


mean not only an earlier arrival at 
fires, which means a reduction in 
fire loss, but also a greai saving in 
the maintenance of the motor truck 
over that of the horse driven truck. 
This has invariably been tho rule 
when trucks!, guaranteed as to their 
reliability and with the reputation of 
their builders behind the guarantee, 
have been installed.
